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Plainfield, a city of over six square miles, is located at the foothills 
of the Watchung Mountains, in the western part of the County of Union, 
in a comparatively level section; is provided with an excellent climate 
and an abundance of pure and wholesome water from artesian wells; has one 
of the finest school systems in the state; churches of many denominations; 
excellent fire and police protection; over 86 miles of well paved streets 
and over 130 miles of sanitary and storm sewers. 


Plainfield is about twenty-four miles from New York City, on the main 
line of the Central Railroad of New Jersey, the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road and the Reading Railroad, all operating between New York and 
Philadelphia. There is excellent train service, with a 45 minute running 
time of express trains to New York City. Highway Routes Nos. 25, 26, 28 
and 29 run through or near Plainfield. 


The chief industries are manufacture of printing presses, automobile 
trucks and parts, wood-working machines, tools, clothing and hats. 


The products of the surrounding country, aside from general manu- 
facturing located along the railroads, are from farms, specializing in milk, 
eggs and vegetables. 


Municipal buildings consist of City Hall, Police Headquarters, Fire 
Department Headquarters and two local company houses, fifteen public 
school buildings, and public library and art gallery—the fourth oldest in 
the State. 


Modern buildings house the Y.M.C.A., Y.W.C.A., colored Y.W.C.A. and 
Y.M.C.A. and Y.M.—Y.W.H.A. Plainfield has an active Chamber of Com- 
merce, up-to-date department stores, Post Office Building, Hospital, five 
banks, seven. building and loan associations and an armory, as well as 
private schools known the country over, Plainfield also has many recrea- 
tional and social attractions, possessing two large parks within its borders 
supervised and controlled by the County, several golf clubs and fraternal 
and service clubs. 
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MAYOR’S MESSAGE 
January 1, 1941 


To the Honorable, the Common Council 
of the City of Plainfield: 


Gentlemen: 


In greeting you gentlemen I feel confident the affairs of Plainfield are 
in competent and experienced hands for the year 1941, and that the efforts 
of all will be directed towards one objective; namely: the best interests 
of our beloved city. 

There are several matters of import to our citizens and taxpayers at 
this time, which I trust will receive your early and earnest consideration. 

They are presented under the captions named, and briefly commented 


on, as follows: 


TAXES 

The reduction of ratables occasioned by the action of the county and 
state boards, and the razing of obsolete residences and business buildings, 
“in the city, is a cause of grave concern from the viewpoint of increasing 
tax bills to our citizens. This condition must be met by a reduction in the 
cost of our various city department, even though certain city services may 
be somewhat curtailed. 

This applies to the Board of Education budget as well, and it behooves 
the Board of School Estimate (of which two members are under your 
direction), to closely scrutinize the budget of our educational system in 
1941, and make a drastic cut in all but very essential items of that com- 
pilation of figures. 


RELIEF 

With the step-up in employment, industrial activity, and generally 
better business conditions, it seems sensible to look forward this year to 
a much lower expenditure in our Welfare Department. 

The cost of administration should certainly be reduced. It does not 
seem equitable to keep up these administrative costs, with a drop in the 
case load, which will undoubtedly occur in 1941; and under economical 
management. 

It is proposed by the state, under the latest legislative proposition, to 
allow Plainfield, during 1941, approximately $23,000. in state funds, as 
against $87,500. in 1940. This means that every effort must be made to 
keep the budget of this department down to a minimum, or we will be 
placed in a position of increasing our appropriation in 1941, instead of 
making a saving which should be confidently expected, under this era of 
industrial expansion and activity. 


BONDS AND DEBT SERVICE 


There seems to be a well defined trend of thought in some quarters 
that a continuance of our bonded indebtedness on the present high level, 
is not injurious to our city finances. I take exception most strongly to this 
attitude. 

If we are to keep our financial ccndition on a safe plane we must 
necessarily reduce our bonds and debt service, without incurring other 
obligations along this line. This point is especially emphasized by the fact 
that we are facing a heavy reduction in relief assistance by the state this 
year, and also because our Gross Receipts and Franchise taxes are in a 
precarious state as far as any definite assurance is concerned of our re- 
ceiving any stated sum in line with the amount we formerly realized from 
this source of income. 


ADDITIONAL REVENUE 


A sub-committee of your honorable body was. appointed last year to 
consider and suggest plans for raising additional revenue. This committee 
did good work; adding a fair sum tc the city treasury, thereby reflecting 
a saving to our taxpayers. 


I urge that such a committee be appointed again this year, and every 
effort be made to augment by a larger sum the amount already realized 
in this direction. 

I might suggest, for the consideration of such a committee, higher 
license fees for theaters; bagatelle machines, and new fees for all other 
vending machines operating in the city. 


I believe that all food establishments should be licensed, and the fee 
now collected in that direction increased. The reason for this is because 
the cost to the city for supervision and service has been increased consid- 
erably, and the health of the public safeguarded more generally. 


The licensing of furnished rooming houses would, in my opinion, be 
also a wise procedure, and be in keeping with the objective of our Defense 
Committee, whereby a record may be kept of all transients and temporary 
inhabitants. 


Other sources of revenue may be uncovered by the study and research 
of such a committee, and its work would be greatly appreciated, I am sure, 
by the majority of our citizens. 


TRANSPORTATION COMMISSION 


I would suggest that your honorable body consider the advisability 
of appointing a transportation commission of five citizens (one woman to 
be included), serving without pay, to supervise all public passenger car- 
riers in the city and to have general supervision over all such matters. 
Such a committee could pursue details of this important work and present, 
from time to time, its recommendations and suggestions and it would be, 
in my opinion, of great value to your honorable body in affecting a smooth 
running system, which I know would be appreciated generally. This to be 
a fact finding commission, and their complaints, recommendations and sug- 
gestions to be made to your honorable body or the Public Utility Commis- 
sion. . 


CITY DEPARTMENTS 


Our departments are generally well operated and the personnel is 
especially good. 


However, the cost of most of the departments has kept up to a high 
level ever since the depression year of 1930, and if we are to render a 
good report to those who pay the city’s bills, we must insist on a lowering 
of costs in the various departments; by the reduction of personnel, or the 
curtailment of the purchase of materials and supplies; making such items 
give longer service, and refusing to permit new purchases until the need 
of same is really acute. 


HOME DEFENSE 


Our units of Home Defense are progressing favorably. Classes are 
being conducted for an auxiliary to the police and fire departments, and 
also for First Aid groups connected with the Motor Corps and First Aid 
sub-committees of the Plainfield Defense Organization. 

Maps have been prepared and are being made showing locations of 
danger points and shelter depots. 

The cooperation of the Medical Society and the Red Cross has been 
very helpful, and appreciation of their work is gratefully acknowledged. 


TRAFFIC, PARKING PROBLEMS 

Traffic in the streets continues to increase and the need of additional 
parking areas, near the business section, becomes more apparent daily. 
It is to be hoped that your honorable body will use every effort to remedy 
this condition when the circumstances warrant. 

Looking forward to your cooperation during the coming year, for the 
best interests of our community and the happiness and welfare of our 
citizens, and wishing you all a Very Happy and Successful New Year, I

POLICE TELEGRAPH SYSTEM 


The Police Telegraph System is of the Gamewell Type and consists of 
Eleven call Boxes with Flashlights and horns, one time clock with paper 
take-up reel, one switchboard with instruments mounted thereon for charg- 
ing the batteries, and storage batteries for operating the system. The 
batteries are located at Fire Headquarters and the power for charging them 
is furnished by the Public Service Gas and Electric Company. 


SCHOOL SAFETY PATROL 


Safety patrols are functioning successfully in fifteen public and two 
parochial schools. There are four hundred nine members in the Safety 
Patrol. Junior safety councils and safety clubs are functioning in all of 
the schools, The safety patrols are all working under a standard set of 
rules as set down by the Plainfield Area Safety Council and approved by 
the National Safety Council. These patrols are checked daily while they 
are on duty, by using the “Voice of Safety’ car. By this means we are 
able to keep the patrols up to standard. 


Safety movies and safety plays have been presented in all schools. 
Through the courtesy of the A. A. A. Motor Club we were able to present 
in all school assemblies, a Mohawk Indian, who presented a novel safety 
program. This program was seen by six thousand six hundred ninety eight 
children. All members of the safety patrol that have given satisfactory 
service received the Plainfield Area Safety Council certificate of service. 


SCHOOL TRAFFIC 


Twelve school crossings were covered by special officers who were paid 
by the City at the rate of fifty cents per hour for three hours a day.

CHILD PROTECTION BUREAU 


This bureau has investigated forty eight cases during the year and has 
had 3 boys examined by the Mental Hygiene Clinic. Nineteen cases were 
held for the Juvenile Court, fifteen cases turned over to the Plainfield 
Children’s Council for guidance, and fourteen cases adjusted by the bureau. 

Twenty-two students were picked up and returned to school for the 
attendance department. 


STREET TRADES BY JUVENILES 


The system of licensing news boys has worked out very satisfactory 
and has been a big help in the control of street trades by the children. 
Children selling papers on the street are identified by a “Newsboy” badge 
worn on their coat. Boys delivering papers and magazines have an identi- 
fication card with them. There is no charge for this license. 

The department also maintains a confidential Juvenile file which has 
been of much assistance to the department and other social agencies in 
adjusting many cases. 


CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


I respectfully submit to your Honorable Boby my Annual Report of the 
Police Department of the City of Plainfield for the year ending December 
31st, 1940. 


This Department has a two-way radio system consisting of a main sta- 
tion and four squad cars which were installed in 1938. The personnel of. this 
branch of service consists of three sergeants and eighteen men. In order 
that every section of the City might be better protected at all times, the 
City has been divided into eleven districts of which eight districts are 
covered by foot patrolmen and three districts by the radio division with a 
radio car in each district and one kept in reserve. Each of these cars are 
equipped with a first aid kit, search light, fire extinguisher, night sticks, 
riot gun and tear gas bombs. During the course of the past year radio 
patrolling has become a great necessity and without its operation little 
could be accomplished in the line of quick apprehension of criminals. 
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Our Safety Division has made a survey of the City with various recom- 
mendations made with a result gratifying to all concerned and more fully 
explained by the analysis set forth in this report. The personnel of this 
department consists of one patrolman assigned to this particular work and 
that of school traffic. 


The Bureau of Identification and Photography has been greatly improved 
by the addition of up to date paraphernalia and the taking of non-criminal 
fingerprints established during the year of 1936 has continued since with 
gratifying results. 


The Detective Bureau has had an especially busy year as more fully 
explained in this report. Our Department may well be a source of great 
satisfaction and civic pride to its citizens. In every branch of police en- 
deavor the department has, during the past year, provided its greatest 
value in the prevention of crime and the apprehension of perpetrators of 
such law violations and infractions as were committed. 


For the past several years our Department has been undermanned and 
I would respectfully recommend that ten men be secured for the purpose 
of bringing our quota up to standard and in order that we may better 
patrol the City. At the present time, particularly during the evening when 
the rush of commuters is on, two of our radio cars are completely tied up 
doing traffic duty. Should an emergency arise due to this particular condi- 
tion, a delay in the proper discharge in our radio car duty might possibly 
mean the non-apprehension of a criminal. The employment of these re- 
placement men would not only bring our quota up to standard but would 
give this much needed protection to our citizens. 


It is gratifying for me to be able to state that our City was, during the 
past year free from serious crimes. It more clearly shows that the men are 
filling their sworn duty to the citizens of the City and because of their 
whole hearted cooperation and law abiding conduct, Plainfield is fortunate 
in the absence of major crimes, and I trust that in years to come we shall 
not pass from this high esteem. My recommendations which I respectfully 
submit for your consideration and approval are few in number but import- 
ant and trust they will be given serious consideration as they are necessary. 


As in previous years it has been requested that traffic lights be installed 
at various intersections where a careful survey has demonstrated their 
necessity which are as follows:— 


At Watchung Avenue and Hast Second Street, to be synchronized with 
the light at East Front Street and Watchung Avenue, one at Watchung 
Avenue and East Fourth Street, one at West Front Street and Madison 
Avenue, one at Richmond Street and Hast Third Street, one at Grant Ave- 
nue and West Fourth Street and an additional light be placed at Plainfield 
Avenue and West Front Street. 


I would also recommend that Black and White Signs be attached to all 
Traffic Lights at Watchung Avenue and Hast Seventh Street and Crescent 
Avenue and East Seventh Street marked ‘Move on Green Only.” At 
Plainfield Avenue and West Front Street a Wooden Sign marked “Business 
Zone Straight Ahead, Route No. 28 Turn Right.” I would suggest that the 
lamps in all Traffic Lights be increased to a higher candlepower. 


In conclusion, I wish to say that the Department has had a most suc- 
cessful year. The men entrusted with public safety in this City, the Mayor 
and the Members of the Common Council have been willing and eager to 
contribute towards the proper conduct of the Department and I wish to take 
this opportunity of expressing to all, my thanks and appreciation for their 
support, and many acts of kindness extended during the year.

Fire Alarm Telegraph System 


The system is of the Gamewell Type with 102 fire alarm boxes, 16 of 
which are private. During the year two (2) new type boxes were installed 
at new locations. There is approximately 564 miles of overhead wires. A 
15 inch gong is located in each of the outside Fire Stations, an 18 inch gong 
with three 10 inch tappers and one 6 inch tapper at Fire Headquarters, one 
12 inch gong at Police Headquarters and 6 inch tappers are located at the 
Electric and Gas Company’s plants, and other places of importance. ..One 
10 circuit automatic repeator, one 12 circuit switchboard with instruments 
mounted’ on it for testing and recharging of batteries, one house circuit and 
one local battery circuit at Headquarters, and 6 outside circuits are in use. 
One alarm transmitter and four alarm registers with paper take-up reels 
are installed in the various Fire Stations. There are four 60 inch battery 
racks with 143 cells for operating the Alarm System and one 12 circuit pro- 
tector board. One Sterling 5 horsepower electric siren and one remote 
control switch. There are 8 rectifiers. Installed at Fire Headquarters is a 
telephone switchboard with four trunk lines and eleven extensions. Three 
of the extensions are direct lines—one to No. 3 Fire Station, one to No. 4 
Fire Station and one to Police Headquarters. 


Police Alarm System 


The system is of the Gamewell Type with ten Standard Police Boxes 
with recall lights and horns, one of which is private and nine of which are 
located on pedestals. By order of the 1935 Police Board, six police boxes 
which were located on poles have been removed, eleven police boxes located 
on poles are out of service but have not been removed and four police boxes 
which were located on pedestals have been removed. There is about 40 
miles of overhead wires and about 1% miles of underground cable which is 
used jointly with the Fire Alarm Telegraph System. The following Game- 
well equipment is installed at Fire Headquarters: one (1) 60 inch battery 
rack with 60 two-volt cells and two (2) rectifiers. The following equipment 
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is instalied at Police Headquarters: a switchboard with a time clock stamp, 


a four-circuit punching machine and a telephone for making calls to Police 
boxes. 


Traffic Signal System 


There are traffic lights at seventeen (17) intersections also one (1) all 
red traffic signal and bell located at the corner of Central Avenue and 
West Fourth Street which light is manually operated from Fire Headquarters.

Construction program for the year consisted of the following projects :— 


1. Completion of surface structures, including restoration of pavements 
in connection with the construction of storm sewers in Woodland Avenue 
from Putnam Avenue to Park Lane; in Ravine Road from Woodland Avenue 
to Denmark Road; in Park Lane from Woodland Avenue to Belvidere Ave- 
nue; in Belvidere Avenue from Park Lane to Denmark Road and in Belvidere 
Avenue from Ravine Road to Berkeley Avenue. 


2. Completion of surface structures, including the restoration of pave- 
ments, in connection with the construction of storm sewers in Clinton Ave- 
nue from Green Brook to West Front Street; in West Front Street from 
Clinton Avenue to Mariners Place and in Myrtle Avenue from Clinton 
Avenue to Mariners Place. 


3. Construction of storm and sanitary sewers, including the restora- 
tion of pavements, in Monroe Avenue between West Highth Street and 
Sherman Avenue; in West Eighth Street from Monroe Avenue to a point 
between Hobert Avenue and Grant Avenue and in Hobert Avenue from 
West Highth Street to Stelle Avenue. 


4. Completion of surface structures in connection with the construc- 
tion of storm sewers in South Avenue from Leland Avenue to Terrill Road. 


5. Construction of storm sewers, including restoration of pavements, 
in South Second Street between Grant Avenue and Clinton Avenue and in 
Monroe Avenue from South Second Street to West Third Street. 


6. Construction of storm sewers, including restoration of pavements, 
in Hillside Avenue from Watchung Avenue to Highland Avenue; in High- 
land Avenue from Hillside Avenue to Woodland Avenue; in Woodland Ave- 
hue from Highland Avenue to Rahway Road and in Belvidere Avenue from 
Woodland Avenue to Charlotte Road.

10. Construction of storm sewers, including restoration of pavements, 
in Watchung Avenue from Carnegie Avenue to East Ninth Street. 


11. Construction of storm and sanitary sewers in New Street from the 
Central Railroad Co. of N. J. to West Sixth Street. 


12. Construction of storm and sanitary sewers in George Street from 
Cedar Brook to Harvey Place and in Johnston Avenue from George Street to 
St. Mary’s Avenue. 


13. Construction of storm and sanitary sewers in Wadsworth Avenue 
from the brook to Stillman Avenue; in Stillman Avenue from Wadsworth 
Avenue to Sherman Avenue and in Spooner Avenue from Sherman Avenue 
to Stelle Avenue. 


14. Construction of storm sewers in Rushmore Avenue from Willever 
Street to West Third Street and in West Third Street from Rushmore Aye- 
nue to Lyman Place. 
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15. Construction of conerete curbs and gutters and bituminous mac- 
adam pavement on Salem Road from South End Parkway to Randolph 
Road. 


16. Construction of a sanitary sewer in Farragut Road from Hast Front 
Street to Green Brook. 


17. Construction of concrete curbs and gutters and bituminous mac- 
adam pavement on Randolph Road from Park Avenue to a point approx- 
imately five hundred (500) feet east of Hillside Avenue. 


18. Construction of concrete curbs and gutters and bituminous mac- 
adam pavement on Cambridge Avenue from Leland Avenue to a point ap- 
proximately six hundred (600) feet northeast of Leland Avenue. 


19. Construction of concrete curbs and gutters and bituminous mac- 
adam pavement on Lakeview Terrace from Pemberton Avenue to Reming- 
ton Avenue and on Hillside Avenue from Randolph Road to Evergreen 
Avenue. 


20. Construction of a storm sewer in Randolph Road from Hillside 
Avenue to a point approximately five hundred (500) feet east of Hillside 
Avenue. 


21. Construction of an addition to the Garage in the City Yard which 
added approximately sixteen hundred (1600) sq. ft. of floor area to the 
existing building. 


All of the projects listed above were constructed in cooperation with 
the Federal Work Projects Administration in accordance with agreements 
whereby the Work Projects administration furnished most of the required 
labor and a small portion of the materials, and the City furnished Engi- 
neering, Inspection, Materials and Equipment. 


Projects No. 1 to 10 inclusive are completed and the work was done in 
accordance with the provisions of General Improvement Ordinance No. 
1038. 


Projects No. 11 to No. 14 inclusive are under construction in accordance 
with the provisions of General Improvement Ordinance No, 1038. 


Project No. 15 is completed. The work was done in accordance with 
the provisions of Local Improvement Ordinance No. 319. All of the cost 
which was financed by the City was assessed against abutting property. 


Project No. 16 is completed. The work was done in accordance with 
the provisions of Local Improvement Ordinance No. 320 at no cost to the 
City at large. 


Project No. 17 is completed. The work was done in accordance with the 
provisions of Local Improvement Ordinance No. 321 at no cost to the City 
at large. 


Project No. 18 is under construction in accordance with the provisions 
of Local Improvement Ordinance No. 322. 


Project No. 19 is under construction in accordance with the provisions 
of Local Improvement Ordinance No. 323. 


Project No. 20 is completed. The work was done in accordance with 
the provisions of General Improvement Ordinance No. 1041. 


Project 21. Funds for the construction of the garage addition were 
provided for in the 1940 Budget for the Street and Sewer Department. 


The Street Division furnished materials and some of the required labor 
to construct a bituminous macadam pavement on Woodland Avenue from 
Putnam Avenue to Park Lane. Also furnished considerable aid in the re- 
construction of pavements in those streets in which storm sewers had been 
intalled during the year, 


165,000 sq. yds. of macadam pavement surface was treated with an 
application of bituminous material and covered with crushed slag or crushed 
stone. 
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The usual functions of street cleaning; gutter and shoulder mainten- 
ance; traffic marking; snow and ice removal; pavement repairs and services 
to other Departments and to the general public, was carried on throughout 
the year. 


The Sewer Division cleaned approximately forty (40) miles of sanitary 
sewers and ten (10) miles of storm sewers. All pumping stations functioned 
properly throughout the year and no “break-downs” or stoppages occurred.

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EIGHTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT BOARD OF RECREATION 
COMMISSIONERS 


To the Honorable, the Mayor and Common Council 
of the City of Plainfield, New Jersey: 


The Recreation Commission submits herewith the Eighteenth annual 
report of activities conducted during the year ending with December 31, 
1940. 


“Preparation for defense is our first need in the United States. Our 
first question regarding each undertaking is: Does it help defense? 
Ships, airplanes, tanks must be built, and quickly. Much that we 
have enjoyed that is not essential must be given up or suspended 
for a time. What about recreation, education, religion? These are 
needed now more than ever before. In defense times life must be 
kept as normal as may be for children, youth and for our families. 
Morale for us all is fundamental. Morale is a part of defense. Italy. 
Russia, Germany have used recreation to the limit in attempting to 
build a united people, a people physically strong, a people ready to 
endure for their country. Surely democracies will not be less wise 
and foresighted. Recreation has had, perhaps, a development in the 
United States beyond what has taken place in any other part of the 
world, And this occurred in peace times, and has been largely 
voted by the people out of their taxes. 

“The task in the immediate present is not one of war but of prep- 
aration for defense. However, the need for recreation is the same. 
Any cutting down of recreation, of music, drama, sports, of the 
community morale-building forces, weakens our country just that 
much for defense. The need for recreation is greater than it has 
been, and there ought to be found financial and other resources for 
increasing the program and making it a part of our defense effort. 
Surely in this respect our cities, our states, our nation will not be 
less wise than the dictator nations abroad who in times of great 
financial difficulty in recent years spent more rather than less for 
recreation.”

The year 1940 may be called outstanding in achievement due primarily 
to the continued participation in all activities. The Plainfield Avenue and 
Seidler Field Playgrounds operated throughout the season. These added 
facilities reflect an increase in attendance figures which tend to show that 
each year our citizens are responding to the recreation program administered 
by this Commission. 


The Fourth of July Celebration which was so successfully planned and 
executed with the help of our Department was outstanding in affairs of this 
kind. Most favorable comments were heard from both public and press. 
The parade completely encircled the entire line of march; as the head of 
the parade was passing the reviewing stand, the last division was leaving 
the starting point at City Hall. 


The year-round personnel gave faithful.service and worked long hours 
beyond their regular duties. 


During the past thirteen years we have never had a playground staff 
who so splendidly administered the program. Softball officials contributed 
their share to the successful season. These officials attended institutes and 


later the staff of umpires were assigned after they had completed the A.S.A. 
examination. 


; The Basketball officials were also chosen after an examination by the 
City Championship Board of Directors. 


Volunteer workers used in various capacities gave creditable service 
toward enrichment of the program. 


The various leagues, themselves contributing small amounts for the 
advancement of players within the particular sport in which they were in- 
terested, also helped along our program. The future program of the Depart- 
ment will depend greatly upon how well the Council interprets our work. 
With the advent of the huge national armament program, practically every 
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able bodied man will be gainfully employed. In the past we have been 
largely dependent on relief labor for our maintenance. This problem must 
be provided for if we are to carry on our regular service to the public. 


Many young men will be leaving our city within the year for service 
in the army. If we are to serve our country to the fullest extent of our 
facilities, our duty is to provide a larger program of physical activities for 
those who remain at home awaiting the call to duty. This means super- 
vision which must be provided for if we are to maintain increasing service 
to the public. 


“Recreation has a special task now. These times are not ordinary. 
The whole world is on fire. Men’s minds are strained almost to 
the breaking point. This appears to be a crazy madman’s world. 
In such a world the need for the recreation program is increased 
many fold. For mental balance and sanity and physical reserve 
become increasingly important. Recreation now, in such a crisis, 
in a catastrophic world, with the future even for the United States 
uncertain, with young men wondering what is to happen to them, 
whether they may be called to battlefields, with mothers sick with 
fear for the future of their sons, recreation must now have if pos- 
sible a deeper note, not something to be talked about, but an atmo- 
sphere that just naturally builds morale, that holds people steady. 
“Men, women and children should go on living. ‘The play should go 
on.’ But not as if there were no fire raging, but in spite of the fire. 
Now it should be not only living for its own sake but recreation 
that will keep us sane and strong for facing unafraid the world and 
all that happens that we may do our part without undue haste, with 
aS much calm as may be. We in the United States need a strength 
beyond human power. We need religion. But we also need as a 
people morale building recreation. We need to remember the beauty 
of nature, the charm of music, what art does to our inner soul, the 
joys of sport, that this can be God’s world, a beautiful world, that 
life can be kept worth living. Recreation gives the opportunity 
for holding our spirits steady.”

REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Board of Health 
Plainfield, New Jersey 


Gentlemen: 


This report is designed to present to the people of Plainfield a picture 
of their public health services and progress. 

Public health is purchasable! From the technicians in the laboratory 
to the inspectors in the field, these services pay big dividends to the citi- 
zen shareholders whose tax investments of seventy-one cents each per year 
support them. 

Dividends of life conserved and enriched by good health. Dollar divi- 
dends too, for sickness avoided is money saved. Dividends of favorable ad- 
vertising for the community, helping to bring in new business and new 
homemakers by making Plainfield a healthier place in which to live. 

We are proud of our advancement toward better health for our people. 
First award for cities in its population group of twenty-five to fifty thousand 
for 1938 and again in 1939 was won in the nation wide Health Conservation 
Contest conducted by the United States Chamber of Commerce and the 
American Public Health Association. In 1935, 1936 and 1937 Plainfield was 
one of the five cities each year to receive honorable mention. 

The public health program in Plainfield is a true community endeavor. 
Clubs, guilds, leagues, business and professional groups, student movements 
—too many to name individually—are all co-operating and rendering inval- 
uable aid to the official Health Agency. 

Persistent work is beating down the toll of disease. Typhoid, malaria, 
smallpox and now diphtheria are practically unknown. Incidence and death 
rates of tuberculosis and other diseases are smaller. The city’s death rate 
for children under one year, vigorously combated, is now the lowest on 
record. An intensified program is being waged on venereal disease. 

On these and other health fronts, bacteriologist and chemist, doctor 
and nurse, inspector and veterinarian, professional and layman, are pulling 
together, and getting results. 

To you who read this report and wish further enlightenment, the statis- 
tics presented will not be dull or dry. They are true indexes of life’s vic- 
tory over death. Each unit lost or won is a person. It may be the worker 
next to you, your best friend, your bridge companion, or perhaps a member 


of your own family.

Communicable Disease 


If you skid on a banana peel and break an arm or a leg, that is your 
business. Outside of your family, no one is especially concerned. If you 
have a communicable disease, it is everybody’s business. In either case 
you will call your family doctor to care for you. In the case of a communi- 
cable disease, a representative of the Health Department will call on you 
and ask many questions in an attempt to ascertain where you contracted the 
infection in order to control the source. It is also the duty of the Health 
Department to see that you observe certain precautions so that you do not 
spread the infection to others. Do not be offended when you are required 
to carry out health rules and regulations. They are made to protect you, 
your family and friends.

By immunization, sanitary control, supervision of foods and other public 
health activities, we have gained the upper hand in the control of many 
of the one time scourges. Eternal vigilance is the price of continued control 
and though we must still cope with many problems, our burden would be 
greatly lightened if parents would observe a simple rule by keeping sick 
children or persons away from others until the doctor has made his diagnosis. 

Childhood diseases, such as chicken pox, measles and mumps, are hard 
to control because there is no generally effective method of immunization 
and because the patient is most infectious to others before he develops 
enough symptoms for the disease to be recognized.

Venereal Disease Clinic 

There have been many factors responsible for the almost phenomenal 
expansion of the venereal disease clinic. Among some of the most important 
may be mentioned the educational work carried out by federal, state and 
local agencies, the enactment of legislation requiring premarital and pre- 
natal blood tests and public consciousness of the social and economic need 
for adequate case finding and treatment facilities. In order to meet the 
increased clinic load, it has been necessary to expand our facilities to in- 
clude a full time case worker and an additional weekly clinic held on 
Thursday evenings. This new clinic was established with the aid of funds 
from the State Department of Health for the payment of medical services. 

Untreated cases of syphilis are apt to develop into chronic invalids or 
mental cases. Treatments before this stage occurs is far cheaper to the 
taxpayer than it would be to support the invalid or his family on relief or 
the mental case in an institution. Syphilis can be cured and permanent 
damage to the body can be prevented if adequate treatment is instituted 
early in the disease.

Laboratory 


In the background of every public health activity are the technicians, 
the microscope, the test tubes and other technical equipment of the labora- 
tory where science supplies the data necessary for efficient action. It is 
truly the hub around which all public health functions revolve. 

There is no division in our department that has experienced a greater 
or more rapid development. The diversified work carried out by this group 
includes the bacteriological and serological examinations of specimens sub- 
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mitted by doctors for the diagnosis of disease, routine chemical and bac- 
teriological examinations of milk, water, ice cream and other foods to 
insure their wholesomeness and freedom from contamination. Routine ex- 
aminations of drugs and remedial preparations are done for the detection 
of adulteration and substandard qualities. Research is constantly being 
carried out and will be continued.

Food and Milk Control 


Constant Sanitary supervision is maintained over all establishments dis- 
pensing food and drink for use in the City of Plainfield. Our regulations 
are strictly enforced by competent inspectors especially trained for this 
work. Particular attention is given to the general sanitary conditions in 
the establishments, the cleanliness of utensils and equipment used in con- 
junction with food products, the wholesomeness of the ingredients used in 
the manufacture or aS component parts of various foods and the method 
of packaging or display with respect to the prevention of contamination. 
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The sterilization of all eating and drinking utensils used by the con- 
sumers in public places is now required by ordinance. In order to deter- 
mine whether or not the sterilization is properly done in each establish- 
ment, bacteriological specimens are taken from glasses and analyzed in 
our laboratory. A count of over one hundred bacteria per tumbler rim 
calls for a check-up of dishwashing methods by an inspector. 


From Cow to Consumer 


From the cow in the pasture to the bottle on your doorstep, the milk 
you consume is under rigid sanitary supervision, even tho it comes from 
over fifty-five hundred different farms in several states. Few people realize 
the maze of equipment and the technical methods thru which milk must be 
subjected in order to insure its reaching the consumer as a safe, whole- 
some product. 

There has been much controversy relative to grading of milk. It has 
always been the endeavor of this department to insist that all milk be 
produced under the best possible sanitary conditions. There should be no 
toleration by any health department for grades of milk that would be in- 
ferior to the best. ;

Joint Nursing Service 


Many times a day the telephone in the Visiting Nurse Association of- 
fice jingles a call for help from some family, doctor, or social agency. 


Most of these calls are from homes of modest or no means—under attic 
roofs, over stores, in hovels, shabby rooming houses. Into these goes the 
blue uniformed nurse with her little black bag of supplies, ready to serve. 


Her patient may be a new baby, a disabled workman, or a grandmother. 
She may have to usher in the stork or lend a little more comfort to some- 
one’s last hours. Always she is welcome and eagerly awaited. 


Two years ago we entered into a contract with the Visiting Nurse 
Association in order to improve our communicable disease control facilities. 
Under this program all communicable disease control services such as quar- 
antine, release, epidemiology, case history and educational work are carried 
out by the Visiting Nurse Association under the direction of the health of 
ficer. I am pleased to report that this co-operative service has been success- 
ful and has practically eliminated duplication of effort in communicable 
disease control. 


The Visiting Nurse Association also carried out the child hygiene ser- 
vices in the parochial schools under supervision of this department.

The Department operated with a Local Assistance Board of five mem- 
bers appointed by the Mayor, the chairman of the Board being one of the 
members of the Common Council. 


Statement of Relief Costs 
During 1940, 922 applications for assistance were received, 119 of which 
were rejected. 
The following Table shows by monthly periods the number of cases 
which received assistance each month, the number of persons involved, and 
the monthly cost of direct relief for 1940.

At the close of 1940, 288 cases with 1006 persons were receiving assist- 
ance, of which 121 cases with 189 persons (42%) were unemployable. 


Reasons for Dependency 
Of the 288 cases given assistance in December 1940, 116 cases or 40% 
had no income and were wholly dependent, with 172 cases or 60% had insuf- 
ficient income from various sources which had to be supplemented by direct 
relief. 
The reasons for dependency follow:

Insurance Adjustments 

The Department adjusted insurance policies for relief clients during 
1940 in the total cash amount of $456.26. In each case the family was 
protected by sufficient insurance to take care of burial of all members. 

These adjustments were made through the Life Insurance Adjustment 
Bureau, with the approval of the Financial Assistance Commission. a 

In many cases this cash adjustment in insurance enabled families to 
be self-supporting for a few months. 


Domestic Relations Cases ye 

In addition to rendering assistance to those in need of relief, it is a 
regular function of the Department to handle domestic relations cases, non- 
support problems, and complaints from unmarried mothers. Wherever pos- 
sible, these cases are disposed of without recourse to court action. 

Non-Support Cases—Through the year 1940 this Department carried 70 
cases for support of families. 38 of these cases were compelled to contribute 
to their families’ support by court order, and 32 were by agreement with this 
Office. 44 cases have been carried on our books from previous years. A 
total of 30 non-support complaints originated iat hissonice:

As a result of payment made by these 70 cases, $7,317.95 was received 
and paid out to whom it was intended. 

Unmarried mothers—8 cases during 1940 involving support of illegiti- — 
mate children were adjusted through this Department through agreement 
by parties concerned, without court action. 


Cash Relief 

Again in 1940, able-bodied men who were the heads of their families, 
worked for the amount of food and milk relief to which they were entitled, 
and were paid in cash for this work. These men on the cash projects were 
also required to work out the other relief received the previous month in 
the form of coal, rent, etc. On an average, approximately 40 men were 
assigned to work in semi-monthly periods. 

Cash projects were conducted under the supervision of the Department 
of Streets and Sewers, the Board of Health Department, the Board of 
Education, and the Recreation Department. Labor was used to level and 
grade property at the new school which was built on Leland Avenue and 
to assist in cutting down ragweed throughout the community. “White 
collar” help was used to aid in supervising evening recreation periods in 
various schools. 

We believe these relief clients have given a real return to the city for 
the assistance they received. 


Hospital Care 

Relief cases given hospital care were subject to reimbursement from 
the State Financial Assistance Commission at the rate of $1.75 per day per 
patient (except in social disease or alcoholic cases) if a regular relief order 
were issued to cover the case, Thus a large part of the city’s 1940 appro- 
priation of $12,000.00 to Muhlenberg Hospital for the care of indigent sick 
was returned by the State. 

The following Table shows relief cases given hospital care in 1940.

In addition to the hospital cases treated, 95 cases were investigated and 
authorization for payment was rejected by this department. 


Visiting Nurse Care 
The State Financial Assistance Commission also allowed reimbursement 
for Visiting Nurse Care to relief recipients amounting to $2006.00. Thus a 
large portion of the city’s appropriation of $3,000.00 has been returned. 
The following Table shows the number of visits made to relief families 
by the Visiting Nurse Association.

CCC Enrollment 
This Department handled all enrollments for the Civilian Conservation 
Corps. _Of 85 applicants (69 white and 15 colored), 80 were sent to camp 
(66 white and 14 colored). The allotment of $22.00 a month sent home in 
many cases lightened the city’s relief burden. 


. Surplus Government Commodities 

During 1940 the Federal Government again distributed surplus com- 
modities to meet the national problem arising from a surplus of farm prod- 
ucts. The government purchased the surplus and provided for its consump- 
tion by distributing the products to persons on relief who would not be able 
to purchase them. Thus the surplus commodities were used by those who 
needed them without affecting the normal purchase of these same or com- 
parable commodities. These products were given as a gift by the govern- 


ment provided they be given in addition to the regular assistance which 
relief clients received.

The products were given out regularly direct to clients on two delivery 
periods each month, at a central distribution point. This department pre- 
pared the necessary lists of names and obtained signatures from all persons 
| receiving the commodities. The department also cooperated with the Divi- 
sion of Old Age Assistance and the State Board of Children’s Guardians in 


| giving products out to recipients of these grants.

Sewing Room Project 
The Department sponsored the WPA Sewing Room, paying rent, light, 


| heat, power, water, etc. Middlesex Borough, Raritan, South Plainfield had 
| women employed in the Sewing Room in Plainfield, and these towns con- 
| tributed to the sponsorship of the project expenses on the basis of $1.25 
| per month per worker as follows:

Housekeepers Aides Project 

The Housekeepers’ Aides Project was co-sponsored by the City of 
Plainfield to give housekeeping assistance in families where because of 
temporary illness the mother was unable either to take care of her children 
or to do her housework. An average of 23 women were employed, all from 
Plainfield. 

The project is operated at no expense to the city, as quarters are pro- 
vided at the Welfare Department. A total of 3670 visits to relief homes were 
made during the year. 

We feel the project has been very successful in aiding relief families 
and border-line cases, who could not afford to pay for such service. 


National Youth Administration 


This Department continued its co-sponsorship with other charitable 
agencies in the operation of a National Youth Administration work shop 
project. This project gives work to young women between the ages of 17 
and 25, whose families are receiving public assistance, or where there is 
actual need of employment. They are employed fifty hours a month, and 
receive a minimum wage of $18.00 a month. Approximately 55 girls were 
employed monthly and in many cases assistance given by this department 
was decreased because of their earnings. The city’s contribution to the 
project for rent, light, and power during 1940 was $600.00. 
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The following Table shows the articles produced and distributed during — 
the year. :

The Department of Welfare also availed itself of an NYA clerical pro- 
ject which provided from one to four clerical workers each month with 
part-time work at this department. 


Other Services 


A true picture of the diversified services of the Department of Welfare 
cannot be obtained from a financial report. The department worked in close 
cooperation with the County Welfare Board and the State Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians in assisting persons to apply for these types of aid. During 
1940, 20 cases were serviced by Workers from this department for Relief 
Offices in other towns. Over 100 collateral visits were made by our Work- 
ers for out-of-town agencies. Also, with the inauguration of the Selective 
Service System, the department cooperated by helping to investigate regis- 
trants eligibility to be called. 


This does not include the numerous correspondence and telephone calls 
connected with these visits, and with cases which we could not visit from 
this department because the families involved were not under Plainfield 
jurisdiction. 


Conclusion 


The outlook for 1941 is very promising as indicated by the upturn in 
business due to the Defense Program. However, the relationship of the 
operation of the WPA to the city’s relief should be given some attention. 
Any considerable dropping of the Works Progress Administration of former 
relief cases would undoubtedly act to increase correspondingly the relief 
aN the city, and for this reason the department has real interest in the 


In conclusion may I express my gratitude to the mayor, the Common 
Council, and the Local Assistance Board for their fine understanding and 
cooperation. Appreciation is extended to all public officials, social agencies, 
and private individuals who have assisted in our work, Special thanks is 
given to the members of the Department for their loyal and untiring efforts 
to serve the community at all times.

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REPORT OF RESEARCH, ADVISORY AND CITY PLANNING 
COMMISSION

Plainfield, New Jersey 
Gentlemen: 


The past year has not been an active one for the Research, Advisory 
and City Planning Commission. 


This has not been caused by any lack of interest on the part of the 
Commission members but rather due to the limited funds available to carry 
on the work for which our commission was formed. 


The apparent disinterest or lack of understanding on the part of our 
city fathers as to the functions and purposes of our commission and the 
persistent demand on our municipal authorities to reduce expenses have 
been factors adversely effecting the activities of the Commission. 


During the year, a number of conditions developed which could have 
been satisfactorily adjusted or properly disposed of if the Planning Com- 
mission could have functioned as originally intended. 


This would have meant a more intelligent understanding of the prob- 
lems faced and in certain cases a definite saving in money. 


Until the citizens of Plainfield and our municipal authorities realize the 
importance of proper planned expenditures and improvements whether muni- 
cipal, civic or business, the sooner uncertainty which involves waste will be 
eliminated and a better and more intelligent result will be obtained. 


The National Defense Program has a very definite tie in with the activ- 
ities of a planning commission. 


Through proper research and planning our Commission would be a 
vital adjunct to our City in giving intelligent advice in the problems which 
we faced. 


Under the local defense program, our Mayor appointed a “Danger Point 
Committee”’ As Chairman of the Research, Advisory and City Planning 
Commission, I was made a member of this committee. 


There was assigned to me the task of preparing an outline and contact- 
ing those considered as forming the nucleus of a group for the interest of 
whom this special committee was appointed. 


Considerable valuable data has been gathered which is being analyzed. 
Graphs and charts will be prepared to visualize and better understand the 
problems that are to be faced. 


During the past year, certain graphs and charts have been retraced 
showing population trends, land vacancy and centers of activities. Your 
Chairman and the Assistant Engineer of the City have attended a series of 
lectures on Planning at Columbia University. The course was held eve- 
nings and covered a period of several months. $33.75 of the $500 placed in 
the City budget for the use of our Commission was used to defray the ex- 
penses of the Assistant City Engineer. 


Although the Planning Commission wanted to proceed with certain 
studies and plans of definite value to the city, the appropriation granted was 
insufficient to complete any one study and it was therefore considered un- 
wise to expend the monies appropriated. 


We have been called upon during the year by municipal authorities, 
departmental heads, civic groups and individuals for advice and assistance. 
The limited data that it has been possible for us to accumulate has not 
permitted giving certain factual information, however, we have gladly given 
of our knowledge and time whenever requested.

During the year, your Chairman has served as a director on the New 
Jersey Federation of Planning Boards and taken an active part in this 
association for the sole purpose of being better able to serve our own 


interests. 
The early part of February, 1941 the Municipal Training Institute of 
New York State is arranging a three day educational course for planning 


and zoning officials and employees of the municipalities in New York State. 
Officials in our State have been extended the courtesy of attending these 


sessions. 


Your Chairman is planning to take up the course and believes it would 
be of great value to other members of our Commission as well as municipal 


employees.
